As His 
Excellency Lord Willingdon reminded his hearers at the 
luncheon tendered by the Board of Trade on the day of 
the official opening, a great transportation Company, while 
it does incalculable things for the development and = pros- 
perity of the country, is not governed exclusively by altru 
istic motives. Its primary duty is to earn a fair return for 
its stockholders. Had President Beatty and his Board 
cherished any fears that this splendid ornament to Toronto 
would be unremunerative, it would never have been built 
It stands thus as a great beacon—literally so, for by day 
and night it can be seen far out on the waters of Lake 
Ontario, and from many other approaches—oft confidence 
in Canada’s future. The benefits it will confer in the de 
velopment of tourist tratlic will be shared by many othe) 
sections of the country, and by other transportation com 
ponies. President Beatty was at his happiest when he dwelt 
hot merely on the material rewards of tourist business but 
on the ethical and political benetits which accrue from 
the mutual understandings which are the natural result 
of travel 

Toronto itself has good reason to rejoice in its new 
nd beautiful acquisition, Its citizenry have always had a 
justifiable conceit of themselves; but there have been those 
who, not without some warrant, have sometimes suggested 
that Toronto just missed being a real city. The atmosphere 
of the overgrown town has often been apparent, and. still 
vives a quaint and somewhat irrituting quality to municipal 
discussions. But Toronto has in her down town sections 
been almost transtormed within the past three years, and 
the construction of the Royal York with its unlimited pos 
sibilities as a social and business centre is a crowning 
event in this transformation. It comes almost coincidently 
with the Completion of railway terminal facilities that end 
What was for years a disgraceful situation. It follows on 
the construction of highway approaches of captivating 
beauty. It is the queen among many great structures that 
have sprung up within a radius of half a mile of it 

For one minor boon let us be grateful also. It buries 
the mischievous legend of Montreal hatred of Toronto. No 
longer can any yahoo of the press or ward polities use the 
phrase “Montreal-owned” as a synonym of villainy. Mi 
Beatty, who was reared and educated in Toronto, confessed 
that it had always been his ambition to build a great and 
beautiful hotel in the city of his boyhood. And when the 
time became ripe for the fulfilment of this ambition, he 
found those of his co-directors, Who represent the great 
Cupitalistic interests of Montreal, unanimously with him 
in the project 

Now that Toronto’s equipment has assumed a truly 
metropolitan aspect through private enterprise, it remains 
tor the city to do something for itself. The very section 
in which these changes have come to pass is still replete 
With eyesores in the way of edifices that would disgrace 
the rawest new towns of the mining country, and hampered 
for lack of decent thoroughfares.

TEITHER of these books is a Pepys’ 


7 Diary. Pepys, like Cicero in his 


‘Letters,” wrote for posterity without 
knowing it. But of these two memoirs 
the one was composed for immediate 
Publication and the other was intend 
ed for the children of the imprisoned 
Leonora Christina. As a result they 
lack the frankness and informality 
that made the works of Cicero and 
Pepys a charming backstairs history 
of their respective ages. Yet they are 
luable both as the stuff from which 
istory is made and as a commentary 
mentality of the period in 
hich they were written 

The two of them are very d fferent 
point of view.

But the 
chief charm of his work does not lie 
so much in his accounts of military 
operations as in his descriptions of 
the peoples and countries which he 
saw and of the incidents 
which came under his observation. His 
reaction to Seotland and the Scotch 
may not please the Gael but it is terse 
and to the point;

But the best part of the “Memoirs” 
is that which deals with the author’s 
stay in Spain. Bull fights, the sway 
of the Inquisition, the ludicrous cus- 


ences with the ‘Boors” 


toms of the Spaniards, the reason why 
the Escurial is shaped like a gridiron, 
ill these and many other interesting 
things attracted his attention. And his 
description of how a Spanish guitar 
really sounds should be read to all 
those who, not long since, insisted on 
thrusting Valencia and Barcelona in- 
to every popular song. On the other 
hand the account of the Earl of Peter- 
fo ough’s operations in Spain is clear 
end en-husiastic. 

“The Memoirs of Captain Carleton” 
were formerly assigned on arguments 
of style, apparently, to Defoe. The 
editor, Mr. Hartmann, has in his In- 
troduction, made out an excellent case 
for their authenticity. The present 
edition is a modernized version of the 
one done by Sir Walter Seott in 1808. 

If the “Memoirs of Captain Carle- 
ton” breathe war and travel those of 
Leonora Christina, daughter of Chris- 
tian IV of Denmark, smell of prison. 
This lady was unfortunate enough to 
igarry and to remain faithful to an 
intriguing husband. The reward of 
virtue was twenty-two years incarcer- 
ation in the Blue Tower of Copen- 
hagen. This imprisonment she bore 
with a Job-like fortitude. Her ‘“Mem- 
irs” are a tribute to her Christian 
character, relieved, it is true, by ocea- 
sional outbursts of temper. They are, 
as well, an indictment of the then 
Queen of Denmark, whose influence, 
we are told, first with her husband 
ind later with her son, was respon- 
sible for the Princess’ long and rigor 
sus seclusion. 

On the jacket of the present edition 
is expressed the view thet “Accounts 
of imprisonment are almost always of 
absorbing interest to the reader.” But 
I must confess that these “Memoirs” 
were too absorbed with monotonous 
and minute events to capture the in- 
terest thoroughly. The Princess was 
not a Vietor Hugo. Nor does the life 
of the good, unfortunately, always 
make lively reading. There is, besides, 
little of actual history in this part of 
the book, and the whole of the “Mem

N THE seven years of Mr. O'Fla 
herty’s literary career, he has done 

a good deal of experimenting. One re 

members the elemental starkness and 

strength of his early novels, the excit 
ing movement of “The Informer,” or 
the detailed deliberateness of “Spring 

Sowing.” In this latest work, a col 

lection of twenty-two short stories, he 

seems to be giving a display of his 
powers. The predominating tendency 
seems to be a desire to give finished 
expressien to some of those momen 
tary flashes of drama that for a brief 
interval illumine ordinary lives with 
new significance. Thus far, he would 
be in the ranks of the greatest writ 
ers of the short story form, Maupas 
sant, Chekov and Katherine Mansfield 

But unlike these he forees one’s at- 

tention not on the significant moment, 


but on his own way of telling it. Mr. 
O'Flaherty has developed a sensitive, 
highly-wrought imaginative prose 
style, which is often possessed of great 
beauty, but he makes the reader al- 
ways conscious of it. “Am I not say- 
ing this exquisitely?” he says. For 
this reason these stories are not easy 
reading. Sometimes he phrases a com- 
mon fact in such an uncommon way 
that one has to read the sentence a 
second time before one can be sure 
one has quite grasped its meaning. 
At its best his style is least obtrusive, 
at its worst it degenerates into mon 
otonous passages of commonplace 
Here are the first two 
lines of “The Oar.”

“Beneath tall cliffs, two anchored 
curraghs swung, their light prows bob 
bing on the gentle waves.” 

Mr. O'Flaherty gives one the im 
pression of being a very careful artist, 
so when we find this very obvious de 
vice used not once but many times, 
we cannot excuse it as a momentary 
lapse, 

It is natural to compare O'Flaherty 
with Synge, because of the association 
of both men with the Aran islands, 
and also perhaps because both write 
best of primitive people and the sea 
and the moaning of the wind by the 
great rocks, and gain their finest ef 
fects by a placing of man in direct 
contact with a passionate elemental 
environment. Like Synge, too, O'Fla 
herty has succeeded in catching some 
of the tang of that speech that is ‘as 
full flavoured as a nut or an apple.” 
The difference between the two men 
lies chiefly in the fact that Synge’'s 
plays are so finished as to make one 
forget to admire the workmanship in 
the emotional turmoil excited by the 
writer. Synge achieved the perfect 
union of form and substance; O'Fla 
herty is still more concerned with 
eraftsmanship, and so stirs the reader 
but seldom

has passed Sueh a book is Myron 
Brinig's “Madonna Without Child.” It 
is almost unbelievable that such a 
book should be the first work of a 
young man not yet thirty, for there 
loes not seem to be the slightest trace 
1 autobiography in this fine and mov 
ing story. It is creative in the best 
sense of that mueh abused literary 
label. The only marks of immaturity 
or artistic execution lie in a somewhat 
ever-exuberant use of imagism, a love 
of metaphor and simile for their own 
sakes, rather than as an aid to clarity 
of expression. With this goes a fond 
hess for the clever and startling word, 
rather than the inevitable one. Here 
is a specimen: 

“Before the alarm clock rang, the 
room had been locked away in silence. 
The room had been grey and still as 
though poised on the precipice of 
iwakening. Every single piece of fur- 
niture was held at bay, paralysed and 
dumb, by the early morning. 3 

“A chain of sound released itself 
from within the clock, and formed, 
link upon link, in the air. The ehain 
freed itself from the fat, bland body 
ot the clock and crept like a snake 
down upon the bed, winding itself 
about the form of the sleeping wo 
man.” 

It is only fair to say that such 
affected writing occurs chiefly neat 
the beginning of the story, and. sel 
dom when the author is absorbed in 
his narrative. The prose often rises 
to heights of great and simple dignity 
end beauty 

I have said that the book is cre 
itive. By that I mean that the write: 
has not been content with merely re 
producing his own experience. From 
it he has drawn the raw material, but 


he has combined and fused it in the 


heat of his imagination, until it) has 
ponred forth as a new substance ot 
power and beauty, with a true and in 
dependent life. He has been able to 
enlarge his intuitions and imagination 
beyond the bounds of his own persen 
lity, until he is spiritually identified 
with Mary Dunston, the chief char 
icter of the story. 

Mary Dunston is a spinster of forty, 
lonely, negative, emotionally starved, 
yet with all the longings of potential 
motherhood aching within her. She is 
the Madonna without child of the title 
Her pent-up store of love at length

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Mr. Deiderich Lands in Court 


Unserupulous Promoter of Pioneer Savin&s and Loan 
Society, Pioneer Bond Syndicate and Monarch Bond 
Syndicate Faces Fraud Charge in Alberta 
By F. C. PICKWELL 


YHE hectic career of Mr. J. J. Deid- 
erich, president of the Monarch 
Bond Syndicate, has landed him in the 
courts. This promoter was arrested in 
Montreal by Royal Canadian Moun- 
ted Police at the request of the Deputy 
Minister of Justice. The case is being 
handled by the Attorney General's 
Department in Alberta, on a charge of 
conspiring to defraud 

Readers of “Saturday Night” are 
familiar with the operations of this 
promoter. His fantastic schemes were 
outlined in detail several months ago, 
after extensive investigations. The 
company operated originally in British 
Columbia, later moving to Alberta 
where his forces operated most of last 
year. Salesmen covering the different 
towns throughout the province repres 
ented his company as a loan corpor 
ation, and promised to make loans for 
building purposes. 

Deiderich never at any time had the 
necessary authority to lend money for 
the purpose claimed. It has also been 
made clear that when making these 
extravagant promises the company did 
not even have sufficient money to pay 
operating expenses. One of the sur 
prising features, as pointed out in these 
columns several months ago, was that 
even the company’s account was car- 
ried in an American institution. 

When things began to go hard with 
Deiderich in Alberta early last spring 
he made an effort to get a foothold in 
Manitoba. He had only been in Winni- 
peg a day or two when the Public 
Utilities Commissioner issued an order 
for him to appear before the board 
for examination. Accompanied by a 
prominent solicitor Deiderich and two 
colleagues appeared, but could not 
make any headway against the mass 
of evidence on file dealing with their 
previous operations. As a matter of 
fact it was soon made clear that they 
had better move to other fields. They 
took advantage of this suggestion 
within a few hours, by taking the 
evening train for the south. 

The next heard of Deiderich and his 
associates was in Montreal, where he 
planned to put over a $4,000,000 pro- 
motion, by way of preferred and 
common stock saving certificates and 
6% gold notes of the Monarch Bond 
Syndicate. The Better Business Bureau 
soon made it impossible for these 
financial adventures to get anywhere 
in Quebec, by issuing a bulletin cov 
ering the history of their tragic 
western operations during the last two 
years. 

Meantime, it appears Deiderich did 
not inform his Alberta clientelle that 
he had moved to the east. As a matter 
of fact it is said he resorted to the 
subterfuge of employing a public 
stenographer in Calgary, to whom he 
sent letters under cover, with the 
request that stamps be affixed and re 
mailed from the Calgary post office 
This was done for the obvious purpose 
of indicating that the company was 
still carrying on business in Calgary 
The letterhead used was even dated 
from that city

In spite 
of this Monarch Bond Syndicate was 
permitted to operate and secure in 
gross contracts from the publie some 
thing like one million dollars or more. 

While rather late in the day, it is at 
least encouraging to know that the 
federal authorities have at last man- 
aged to take the necessary action 
against Deiderich and his associates. 
But the public should have been pro- 
tected in the first place, by a refusal 
to grant the company a federal chart- 
er, Such rights would never have been 
granted by the Alberta government.
